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MINUTES 

OF  THE 

TWENTY-SEVENTH  ANNUAL  MEETING 


FIEST  SESSION. 
Wrightsville  Beach,  N.  C,  June  14,  1906. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  President  T.  R.  Hood, 
at  11  o'clock  a.  m.,  in  the  Convention  Hall  of  the  Seashore 
Hotel,  introducing  Rev.  W.  A.  Snyder,  who  invoked  the  Di- 
vine blessing. 

The  President.  The  beautiful  custom  of  receiving  words 
of  welcome  is  now  in  order.  It  is  my  pleasure  to  present 
Rev.  A.  D.  McClure,  of  Wilmington. 

Rev.  Mr.  McClure  spoke  happily  as  follows: 

ADDRESS  OF  WELCOME. 

Mr.  President,  Ladies  mid  Gentlemen  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion : 

I  am  embarrassed  in  many  ways  in  standing  here  to  utter  words 
of  welcome  to  men  of  your  calling  in  life;  first,  that  I  am  called 
within  a  few  hours'  notice  to  speak  in  the  place  of  one  of  rare  and 
famed  eloquence  (Hon.  A.  M.  Waddell),  whose  silvery  language  has 
entranced  men  from  the  mountains  to  the  sea.  That  I,  accustomed  to 
speak  in  plainer  phrases  and  more  subdued  terms,  should  stand  in  his 
place;  I  am  sure  you  will  make  allowance  for  any  falling  short  of  the 
attainment  which  he  would  make  in  this  place. 

And  I  am  embarrassed  in  another  way — and  this  is  the  second  phase 
of  the  matter — I  would  be  more  at  home  if  I  would  welcome  you

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Mr.  Grantham  said: 
Mr.  McClure: 

We  thank  you  for  such  a  hearty  welcome  to  your  seaside  and  to 
your  City  by  the  Sea.  We  realize  the  forces  of  the  great  city  of  Wil- 
mington, the  great  seaport  of  North  Carolina.  We  feel  it  in  our  in- 
land towns;  we  us"e  your  boats  as  a  way  of  carrying  our  cargoes  and 
transporting  our  drugs  to  the  various  parts  of  North  Carolina.  And 
we  thank  you  for  the  kind  invitation  and  the  heart  welcome  from 
the  druggists  of  the  city  of  Wilmington  and  Southport;  we  also  thank 
you  heartily  for  opening  your  doors  and  arranging  such  an  elegant 
program  for  us.  I  can  assure  you  on  behalf  of  the  druggists  of  North 
Carolina  that  they  will  enjoy  their  stay  down  here;  they  will  enjoy 
the  ocean  breezes  and  enjoy  a  dip  in  the  briny  waters;  they  will  be 
delighted  every  hour  of  the  time  they  spend  here.  But  there  is  one 
thing  that  this  Association  has  done  right  in  the  outset  which  we 
have  to  submit  and  subject  ourselves  to  at  this  time.  The  very  first 
thing  we  find  is  that  the  Welcome  Address  was  substituted.  We  drug- 
gists are  opposed  to  substitution!  And  the  very  next  thing  we  find 
is  that  the  response  to  the  Address  of  Welcome  has  to  be  substituted — 
and  I  am  opposed  to  that.  But  I  assure  you  that  we  will  try  to  enjoy 
everything  and  to  do  justice  to  the  occasion.  We  will  always  remem- 
ber that  Wilmington  treated  us  handsomely  and  royally,  and  that  we 
enjoyed  our  stay  by  the  seaside.

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There  is  one  fact  that  I  regret  to  have  to  mention,  and  that  is  that 
our  membership  roll  does  not  grow  as  does  the  list  of  registered  phar- 
macists. Just  why  this  is  the  case,  I  am  unable  to  say;  probably 
there  is  more  than  one  cause  for  it.  If  every  pharmacist  who  has  re- 
ceived his  license  during  the  past  year,  even,  had  become  a  member  of 
the  Association  and  were  present,  the  attendance  at  this  meeting  would 
doubtless  be   largely   increased. 

I  feel  quite  sure  that  if  these  young  men  were  fully  cognizant  of  the 
advantages  to  be  gained  by  joining  the  Association  and  attending  its 
meetings,  and  were  alive  to  their  own  interest  and  that  of  their  pro- 
fsssional  brethren,  they,  or  at  least  the  majority  of  them,  would  be 
with  us  today. 

It  is  very  obvious  that  some  plan  should  be  adopted  by  which  a  more 
general  interest  in  the  Association  might  be  aroused. 

I  would  suggest  that  the  Secretary  have  a  quantity  of  slips  printed, 
in  as  large  type  and  as  few  words  as  possible,  giving  the  time  and 
place  of  the  next  meeting;  some  of  the  attractions;  and  a  few  good 
reasons  why  the  druggist  should  feel  it  his  duty  to  attend,  and  urging 
him  to  do  so.  These  slips  should  be  just  large  enough  to  slip  unfolded 
into  an  ordinary  business  envelope.  About  the  first  of  March,  not 
later,  send  a  number  of  these  to  all  the  manufacturers  and  jobbers 
who  do  business  with  the  druggists  in  this  State,  or  at  least  to  those 
who  do  the  bulk  of  such  business,  with  the  request  that  they  have  one 
inserted  in  the  envelope  of  every  communication  sent  to  their  North 
Carolina  customers  until  the  meeting,  or  until  the  supply  is  exhausted. 
I  think  that  the  manufacturers  and  jobbers  have,  in  the  past,  shown 
sufficient  interest  in  our  Association  to  warrant  the  belief  that  they 
will  willingly  do  this  for  us.  Dripping  water  wears  away  the  hardest 
stone,  and  if  the  druggist  finds  a  reminder  of  his  duty  in  every  letter 
he  opens  for  three  months,  he  will,  at  least,  no  longer  have  the  excuse 
so  often  given  for  non-attendance,  that  he  had  forgotten  all  about  it, 
and  that,  when  the  Secretary's  announcement  came  about  two  weeks 
before  the  time  for  the  meeting,  it  was  too  late,  as  he  had  already  made 
other  plans. 

I  believe  if  these  ideas  are  carried  out  they  will,  with  the  aid  of  the 
traveling  men,  which  no  doubt  will  be  freely  given  if  the  Association 
asks  their  aid,  arouse  the  interest  of  many  druggists  who  are  not  in 
the  habit  of  attending  our  meetings. 

I  would  also  suggest  that  the  Association  make  its  meetings  more 
interesting  by  having  more  scientific  and  commercial  papers  read,  of- 
fering prizes,  and  getting  the  titles  or  subjects  out  in  ample  time  to 
allow  any  and  all  full  time  for  their  preparation. 

In  another  State  organization  there  were  one  hundred  and  fifty  three 
such  papers  presented  at  their  meeting;  so  reported  by  the  daily  press 
less  than  two  weeks  ago.     Along  this  line  I  do  not  know  what  is  in

Pharmaceutical  Association  ha-  begun  a  systematic 
movement  for  advanced  education  and  legislation,  and  would  ask  the 
support  of  :,n  8ta1  me,  Boards  ami  Schools  of  Pharmacy  in 

levate  the  educational  qualifications  of  pharmacists, 
I  believe  better  pharmaceutical  education  should  be  made  general  and 
should    he    lyttematically    enforced.      Preliminary    education    is    the 
tion  upon  which  to  rest  the  capstone  of  practical  experience  and 
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college  training,  and  it  is  therefore  of  the  highest  importance  that 
due  care  be  exercised  in  the  selection  of  apprentices. 

The  colleges  and  drug  journals  are  today  wielding  a  mighty  influence 
for  good  to  future  ages  by  the  dissemination  of  chemical  and  pharma- 
ceutical knowledge  and  enlightenment.  Substantial  encouragement 
should  be  tendered  them  by  a  liberal  patronage. 

Our  School  of  Pharmacy  at  the  State  University  has  just  closed  its 
ninth  successful  year.  I  especially  recommend  that  you  lend  your 
support  and  aid  to  this  institution. 

The  Secretary  to  the  Board  of  Pharmacy,  whose  duty  in  part  is  to 
go  over  the  State  and  see  that  the  pharmacy  law  is  not  wilfully  vio- 
lated, should  have  the  loyal  and  hearty  support  of  every  druggist  in 
the  State.  All  known  violations  of  the  law  should  be  reported  to 
him  promptly  with  evidence  to  convict. 

Our  State  is  fast  becoming  a  prohibition  State.  Under  the  Constitu- 
tion you  have  a  right  to  your  opinion,  and  if  you  believe  it  right  to 
make  money  selling  whiskey,  start  a  saloon,  but  start  it  where  you 
can  sell  all  the  stuff  you  want  without  violating  any  law,  but  don't 
run  it  under  the  guise  of  a  drug  store,  and  not  only  curtail  your  own 
sales,  but  cast  odium  upon  our  entire  profession. 

Much  is  being  said  and  written  about  a  Pure  Food  and  Drug  Law. 
All  right  thinking  men  favor  a  judicious  pure  food  and  drug  law,  and 
we  as  druggists  stand  ready  to  favor  such  a  measure  drafted  in  justice 
to  all. 

At  our  last  meeting  Mr.  Yearby  offered  a  resolution  to  amend 
Section  7  of  the  By-Laws,  allowing  travelling  men  and  others  whom 
the  Association  deems  worthy,  to  become  Associate  Members.  Per- 
sonally I  favor  this  resolution,  because  I  see  wherein  it  can  do  a 
great  deal  of  good  for  our  Association;  particularly  in  drumming  up 
a  good  attendance.  And  then  we  are  always  glad  to  have  them  with 
us,  and  extend  them  a  hearty  invitation  and  a  cordial  welcome  to  all 
our  meetings,  whether  this  resolution  is  passed  or  not. 

An  individual  can  accomplish  very  little,  but  if  we  have  the  active, 
aggressive  efforts  of  the  various  officers,  committeemen  and  members, 
we  need  stop  at  nothing. 

With  united  toil  we  can  reach  a  worthy  goal,  for  every  obstacle  will 
be  swept  aside  and  all  opposition  must  yield.

Mr.  Johnson  came  forward,  mounting  the  rostrum,  speak- 
ing spiritedly  and  lengthily,  in  substance  as  follows:  Said 
he   was   present   on   the   invitation   of   Secretary   Vaughan.

bad  Keen  increased  instead  of  decreased  since  its  estab- 
lishment, through  re-classifications.     Thai   in  regard  to  the 
•  ■il  of  freighl  rate-  the  Corporation  Commission  is  an 
•    ( ■  o  '  rnor  Vance  there  had  not 
not  put  there  by  the  railroads.     That  with  excep- 
of  Chief  ■'  i      rk,  there  was  nol  a  member  of  the 
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Supreme  Court  who  was  not  a  railroad  attorney  before  he 
was  elected  to  the  bench.  That  in  the  Legislature  the  rail- 
roads have  their  majority  well  represented. 

Said  he  wanted  to  so  strongly  organize  the  Eetail  Mer- 
chants in  1906  that  the  railroads  would  apprehend  that  the 
people  were  greater  than  they. 

Said  his  Association — the  Xorth  Carolina  Eetail  Mer- 
chants'— had  secured  laws  from  last  Legislature  recognizing 
prompt  deliveries  of  freight  or  to  pay  a  penalty.  Also  to 
settle  claims  within  limited  periods.  Had  also  secured  the 
abolishment  of  the  Merchants'  Special  Tax,  saving  them 
$70,000.00  a  year. 

Expressed  opposition  to  the  Parcels  Post  Bill,  because  it 
would  so  greatly  facilitate  mail  order  house  shopping  as  to 
eliminate  many  retail  traders.  Said  that  the  Homestead 
Law  was  enacted  to  benefit  the  old  Confederate  soldiers,  their 
widows  and  orphans  left  in  poverty  after  the  Civil  War. 
Did  not  believe  that  the  great  good  was  commensurate  with 
the  great  evils  that  had  been  engendered.  It  had  created 
a  kind  of  commercial  dishonesty. 

He  advocated  the  enactment  of  a  garnishment  and  collec- 
tion law.  Asked  for  the  co-operation  of  the  Association  and 
its  members  individually  in  securing  the  passage  of  legisla- 
tion of  benefit  to  all  classes  of  retail  trade.

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REPORT  OF  DELEGATES  TO  N.  A.  R.  D. 

Mr.   President  and   Gentlemen  of   the  North  Carolina   Pharmaceutical 
Association : 

It  was  the  pleasure  of  Mr.  Raysor  and  the  undersigned  to  attend  the 
meeting  of  the  N.  .A.  R.  D.,  held  in  Boston,  September  the  18th  to  the 
22nd,  1905.  We  found  Boston  a  great  and  interesting  city.  A  large 
delegation  of  retail  drug  men  had  gathered  there  from  the  various 
States  and  Territories.  Among  the  North  Carolina  delegation  were 
Mr.  C.  P.  Harper,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  Hicks  Bunting,  Mr.  Ed  Landis,  the 
Misses  Salleys,  with  Mr.  Raysor.  The  meetings  were  interesting  and 
attended  with  great  enthusiasm. 

The  Association  has  had  a  strong  and  healthy  growth,  and  is  bend- 
greatly  improved  and  the  fraternal  feeling  among  our  profession 
Every  State  has  been  Organized.  The  cut  rate  conditions  have  been 
ing  its  energies  and  efforts  for  the  protection  of  the  retail  druggists, 
greatly  strengthened  and  promoted  by  this  Association.  We  heartily 
endorse  the  work  and  efforts  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  to  assist  us  in  getting 
reasonable  profits  and  pure  drugs.  We  fully  endorse  the  "$2.00,  $4.00 
and  $8.00  resolution,"  and  recommend  that  articles  above  these  prices 
be  not  pushed. 

The  Miles  Direct  Contract  and  Serial  Numbering  Plan  is  the  only 
one,  so  far  adopted,  that  has  proven  satisfactory.  Several  patent 
concerns  fell  in  line  and  adopted  this  plan,  and  others  are  coming 
to  it. 

The  Association  made  no  change  in  the  annual  dues,  but  the  sub- 
scription price  for  "N.  A.  R.  D.  Notes"  was  raised  from  fifty  cents  to 
one  dollar.  We  beg  heartily  to  endorse  the  "Notes"  as  a  strong  ex- 
ponent of  N.  A.  R.  D.  doctrines,  and  suggest  that  one  dollar  spent 
for  this  live  journal  will  be  well  invested.  A  great  many  druggists 
do  not  realize  the  power  and  good  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  In  New  York 
and  Brooklyn  prices  have  been  raised  from  fifty-nine  to  eighty-nine 
cents.  In  the  South  we  had  some  cutting  that  affected  every  druggist 
on  the  through  line  of  railroads.  Jacob's  Pharmacy,  of  Atlanta,  had 
prices  on  Mennen's  Talcum  Powder,  two  for  twenty-five  cents,  and 
Cashmere  Bouquet  Soap — two  for  thirty-five  cents :  now  Jacobs  is  in 
line  and  ready  to  welcome  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  to  that  great  Southern  city 
next   October. 

Your  representatives  served  on  several  important  committees,  par- 
ticularly on  the  committees  of  Finance  and  Resolutions.  We  found 
that  the  members,  as  well  as  some  of  the  local  and  State  Associations, 
were  slow  to  pay  their  dues.  We  think  this  is  a  great  mistake,  as 
money  is  being  spent  for  our  benefit  and  protection,  we  should  respond 
to  the  demands  of  the  Association  promptly  and  cheerfully.  As  the 
annual  expenses  this  year  will  reach  about  $100,000.00,  we  recommend

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SECOND  SESSION. 

The  chair  was  taken  at  3  o'clock  p.  m.  by  President  T.  R. 
Hood,  who  called  the  meeting  to  order. 

Prof.  E.  V.  Howell  presented  verbally  the  Report  of  the 
Committee  on  Papers  and  Queries,  saying  in  substance,  that 
he  unfortunately  was  not  aware  that  he  was  chairman  until 
some  ten  to  fifteen  days  ago,  and  that  he  thought  it  was  his 
fault.  Since  then  he  had  prepared  some  matter.  Thought 
the  Association  weak  in  the  presentation  of  papers,  and  sug- 
gested  that  the  Association  elect  a  reporter  who  would  watch 
the  journals  and  call  therefrom  such  items  of  interest  as  ap- 
peared during  the  year  and  render  a  report  of  them  to  the 
Association. 

He  explained  the  purpose  of  the  Mann  Bill,  saying  that 
it  was  to  prevent  the  patenting  or  acquiring  exclusive  rights 
to  both  the  process  and  product.  Said  that  there  was  little 
inventive  genius  in  deriving  new  products,  because  the  new 
would  naturally  suggest  themselves  from  the  old,  which  he 
explained  by  graphic  formalae  on  a  blackboard,  showing  the 
relations  between  Phenactin,  Sulfonal,  Trional,  etc.  The 
druggists  of  this  country  ought  to  support  the  Mann  Bill — 
it  will  prevent  money  being  drawm  abroad  from  this  country 
for  no  special  merit  or  adequate  return.  He  gave  compari- 
son of  prices  of  many  synthetics  in  foreign  countries  and 
in  America.  The  patent  laws  should  operate  to  stimulate 
competition  for  superior  products,  but  not  allow  a  person  to 
patent  both  process  and  product. 

He  explained  the  distinction  between  patented  and  trade- 
marked  medicines,  showing  that  practically  all  commonly 
known  as  ''patent  medicines"  were  in  reality  only  proprie- 
tary through  being  trade-marked. 

He  gave  a  synopsis  and  read  by  title  the  following  papers :

Howell  bring  out  one  suggestion  in  the.  beginning  of  his  re- 
marks, that  is,  that  a  Reporter  on  Pharmacy  should  be  elected 
to  review  the  work  of  pharmacists  during  the  year.  I  think 
that  was  a  very  valuable  suggestion.  The  only  trouble  I  see 
is  to  get  a  man  to  take  hold  of  that  work,  but  if  Prof.  Howell 
would  do  so,  it  would  be  a  very  valuable  help  to  our  Pro- 
ceedings. 

The  President.  I  am  glad  Mr.  Hancock  spoke  of  that, 
and  hope  the  Association  will  order  such  an  appointment  by 
the  incoming  President. 

On  motion,  it  was  ordered  that  the  incoming  President  ap- 
point a  Reporter  on  the  Progress  of  Pharmacy. 

Mr.  C.  R.  Thomas,  of  Thomasville,  read  a  paper  entitled 
"Profits  and  How  to  Increase  Them,"  which  was  attentively 
listened  to  and  accepted  with  applause. 

A  paper  on  "The  Benefits  Wrought  by  the  X.  A.  R.  D.," 
by  Mr.  Win.  Xiestlie,  was  read  by  Mr.  F.  W.  Hancock,  and 
accepted  with  thanks  and  applause. 

In  compliance  with  a  request  made  on  motion  of  Mr.  C. 
A.  Raysor,  of  Asheville,  at  the  last  annual  meeting,  the  Com- 
mittee on  Legislation  through  Mr.  E.  V.  Zoeller,  presented 
a  draft  of  an  Anti-Narcotic  Law,  being  the  same  as  that 
adopted  by  the  Conference  at  Chicago,  in  December,  1905, 
of  Committee  from  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tian,  The  National  Association  of  Retail  Druggists,  the  Na- 
tional Wholesale  Druggists'  Association,  and  the  Proprietary 
Association  of  America.  This  draft  is  known  as  the  "Chi- 
cago Conference  Bill,"  and  has  been  in  substance  adopted 
by  Congress  as  the  law  for  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  is 
being  considered  by  many  States.     The  presentation  of  the 
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draft  was  preceded  by  the  reading  of  Prof.  J.  II.  Beal'a  no- 
paper  "ii  the  subject,  which  fully  explained  the  reasons 
and  detail  of  the  several  sections  of  bhe  draft.     Copies  of 
this  paper  and  the  draft  may  be  had  of  the  Secretary. 

On  motion,  the  discussion  on  the  proposed  Anti-Narcotic 
drafl  was  deferred  until  the  evening  session  to  enable 
all  to  read  and  more  carefully  consider  same. 

The  Reporl  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  was  road  by  its 
.  Mr.  V.  W.  Eancock,  and  on  motion  was  accepted, 
aancial  statemenl  therein  being  referred  bo  the  Audit- 
After  concluding  the  reading  of  the  report   Mr.   Hancock 
said:     The   Board  truly  hopes  that  those  of  you  who  are 
registered  and  licensed  will  be  careful  to  strictly  observe  the 
Pharmacy   Law  and   in  thai   way  sel   an  example.      I   very 
in  -"iii-  through  the  State  gel   after  an  offender  for 
illegally  filling  prescriptions.     "Well,"  he  says,  "one  of  the 
men  in  this  town  who  is  registered  and  licensed  and  ought 
to  set  an  example,  £oes  off  and  leaves  his  business  in  the 
hands  af  an  unregistered  man/'     We  truly  hope  that  you  will 

favor  the  Board  by  strictly  observing  the  requirements  of  the 
yourselves  and  in  helping  us  to  see  that  it  is  enforced 
by  bringing  violators  to  justice.  I  have  corresponded  dur- 
ing the  year  with  all  the  State  Boards,  with  the  view  of 
ting  a  propei-  construction  of  what  are  Non-Poisonous  Do- 
mestic Remedies.  You  know  our  law  permits  the  general 
dealer  to  handle  patent  and  proprietary  medicines  and  non- 
poisonous  domestic  remedies.  Now  bhe  general  dealer  must 
know  what  the  latter  are.  -,.  we  are  getting  up  a  circular  let- 
ter which  we  propose  to  send  to  the  general  dealer,  showing 
the  articles  which  they  have  the  righl  to  handle,  as  we  con- 
strue the  law.  This  circular  will  lx-  issued  some  time  this 
year.  After  it  i-  distributed  I  will  try  t<>  make  an  inspection 
and  Bee  that  the  general  dealers  confine  their  -ale-'  to  just  the

things  the  law  allows.     I  think  the  general  dealer  has  no 
disposition  to  do  otherwise. 

I  want  to  say  while  along  this  line  that  we  have  some 
cases  throughout  the  State  of  violations  of  the  law  that  I 
have  tried  by  persuasion  to  have  to  comply.  If  they  do  not, 
I  shall  by  recent  instructions  of  the  Board,  with  its  attor- 
ney, take  the  matters  up  with  the  solicitors  and  press  them 
in  the  courts.

I  don't  know  that  ray  remarks  would  apply  to  this  resolution,  but  I 
have  been  in  a  position  for  the  last  five  years  where  I  can  appreciate 
what  Mr.  Johnson  told  us  this  morning,  except  the  parcel  post  remarks. 
I  believe  it  has  been  the  experience  of  every  man  in  the  jobbing  business 
and  in  the  manufacturing  business  in  North  Carolina  that  we  have 
been  very  seriously  handicapped  on  account  of  rates;  both  freight  rates 
and  express  rates.  It  is  a  positive  fact  that  I  can  ship  goods  manufac- 
tured by  the  Pepsi-Cola  Company  to  Richmond  and  re-ship  to  Greens- 
boro, N.  C,  and  sove  money.  I  can  ship  to  Norfolk  and  re-ship  to  Ran- 
dlem'an,  N.  C,  and  save  money.  The  jobbers  in  Kinston  have  been 
practically  put  out  of  business.  Why  this  discrimination,  I  am  unable 
to  tell.  I  know  the  matter  of  rates  is  supposed  to  be  governed  by  the 
Associated  Railway  Commission,  or  something  of  that  kind.  There  is 
one  man  who  sits  at  a  table  with  a  piece  of  paper  in  one  hand  and 
a  pencil  in  the  other,  and  tells  you  he  will  bring  it  before  the  Board 
when  it  meets.  The  Board  never  meets  for  the  Pepsi  Cola  Company, 
and  never  met  for  any  other  business  man  in  North  Carolina.  It  is  a 
positive  fact  that  there  are  industries  within  the  borders  of  your  State 
which  will  have  to  be  moved  to  other  States  if  they  continue  to  do 
business.  Greensboro  cannot  possibly  sell  drugs  in  New  Bern;  Char- 
lotte cannot  sell  drugs  in  New  Bern.  Richmond  and  Norfolk  can.  You 
are  tying  your  own  hands  for  the  benefit  of  the  man  who  has  a  whole- 
sale drug  business  in  Richmond;  you  are  tying  the  hands  of  Miller,  of 
the  Goldsboro  Drug  Co.,  of  the  Wilmington  Wholesale  Drug  Houses; 
you  are  tying  the  hands  of  every  wholesale  drug  man  in  North  Carolina. 
Now.  that  is  not  right.  If  it  is  possible  on  the  face  of  God's  green 
earth  to  make  the  rates  so  that  we  can  do  business  between  ourselves, 
we  ought  to  get  it.  We  ought  to  do  something,  and  so  far  as  the 
druggists  of  North  Carolina  not  co-operating  with  the  retail  mer- 
chants of  North  Carolina.  I  think  that  is  the  most  foolish  thing  I 
ever  heard  in  my  life,  and  sounds  like  the  manufacturers  of  cotton 
seed  oil.  I  certainly  take  issue  with  my  Brother  Zoeller  on  that.  I 
have  been  in  the  retail  drug  business  12  or  13  years.

The  report  of  the  delegates  to  the  American  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Association  was  presented  and  read  by  Mr.  F.  W.  Han- 
cock, as  follows,  and  accepted : 

REPORT  OF  DELEGATES  TO  A.  P.  A. 

The  Fifty-third  Annual  Meeting  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  As- 
sociation was  held  at  Atlantic  City,  N.  J.,  in  the  Islesworth  Hotel 
September  4-9,  1905.  The  weather  was  delightful,  which  contributed 
very  much  to  the  pleasure  of  the  Association.  Altantic  City  is  surely 
one  of  the  greatest  summer  resorts  in  the  United  States.  At  the  time 
of  our  meeting  it  was  overflowing  with  seekers  after  pleasure,  rest  and 
health.  The  surf  was  just  grand  and  many  of  the  members  took  ad- 
vantage of  a  dip  in  the  sea. 

Many  papers  of  great  scientific  interest  were  read.  A  large  number 
of  exceedingly  important  questions  came  up  for  discussion,  and  most 
of  them  received  careful  consideration.  Education  and  legislation  ap- 
peared to  be  the  most  important  topics  of  consideration  and  drew  out 
the  most  animated  debates.  Such  subjects  as  preliminary  education, 
prerequisite  laws,  the  kinds  of  degrees  that  should  be  conferred  by  col- 
leges and  schools  of  pharmacy  and  whether  there  should  be  graded  qual- 
ifications for  pharmacists  or  but  a  single  grade  for  all,  were  uppermost 
in  the  minds  of  those  in  attendance. 

Among  other  subjects  that  reecived  a  good  deal  of  careful  attention 
were  those  of  adulteration,  substitution,  the  sensational  attacks  on 
druggists,  the  unfair  treatment  being  bestowed  upon  druggists  by  fire 
insurance  companies,  commercialism  and  professionalism  in  the  drug 
store,  and  the  Mann  bill.  In  the  matter  of  preliminary  education 
there  was  practical  unanimity  in  favor  of  the  highest  possible  require- 
ment compatible  with  the  available  material  obtainable  for  the  making 
of  pharmacists.  It  was  generally  appreciated  that  to  begin  with  too 
high  a  requirement  would  be  disastrous  to  the  interest  of  pharmacy,  and 
yet  it  was  felt  by  all  that  an  effort  should  be  speedily  made  to  lift  the 
standard  to  a  point  where  none  but  high  school  graduates  could  be 
received  as  candidates  for  pharmaceutic  degree.

The  draft  of  the  proposed  Anti-I^arcontic  Law  presented 
by  the  Legislative  Committee  at  the  second  session,  was  read 
by  Mr.  F.  W.  Hancock,  as  follows : 

PROPOSED  ANTI -NARCOTIC  LAW. 

December  27  and  28,  1905,  a  conference  was  held  in  Chicago  of  dele- 
gates representing  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association,  the 
National  Association  of  Retail  Druggists,  the  National  Wholesale 
Druggists  Association  and  the  Proprietary  Association,  to  consider 
the  question  of  legislation  relating  to  the  sale  of  narcotic  and  other 
drugs.  At  this  conference  a  bill  was  drafted  to  regulate  the  sale  of 
narcotic  drugs  which  has  since  become  widely  known  as  the  "Chicago 
Model  Bill."  The  provisions  of  this  bill  are  practically  embodied  in 
the  pharmacy  law  for  the  District  of  Columbia  recently  passed  by 
both  Houses  of  Congress.  The  following  is  the  bill  drafted  at  the 
Chicago  conference: 

A  BILL 

To   Provide  Against   the   Evils   Resulting   from   the   Traffic   in   Certain 
Narcotic  Drugs,  and  to  Regulate  the  Sale  Thereof. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  General  Asssembly  of  the  State  of  . 

Section  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or  cor- 
poration to  sell,  furnish  or  give  away  any  cocaine,  alpha  or  beta  eu- 
caine,  opium,  morphine,  heroin,  chloral  hydrate  or  any  salt  or  com- 
pound of  any  of  the  foregoing  substances,  or  any  preparation  or  com- 
pound containing  any  of  the  foregoing  substances,  or  their  salts  or 
compounds,  except  upon  the  original  written  order  or  prescription  of 
a  lawfully  authorized  practiorler  of  medicine,  dentistry  or  veterinary 
medicine,  which  order  or  prescription  shall  be  dated  and  shall  contain 
the  name  of  the  person  for  whom  prescribed,  or  if  ordered  by  a  prac- 
titioner of  veterinary  medicine  shall  state  the  kind  of  animal  for  which 
ordered,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  person  giving  the  prescription  or 
order.  Such  written  order  or  prescription  shall  be  permanently  retained 
on  file  by  the  person,  firm  or  corporation  who  shall  compound  or  dis- 
pense the  articles  ordered  or  prescribed,  and  it  shall  not  be  again  com- 
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led  er  dispensed,  excepl   uji..n  the  written  order  of  the  original

No  prosecution  shall  be  brought  for  the  sale  of  any  patent  or  pro- 
prietary medicine  containing  any  of  the  drugs  or  preparations  here- 
inbefore mentioned  until  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  shall  certify  that 
such  medicine  contains  any  of  the  said  drugs  or  preparations  in  excess 
of  the  maximum  percentages  hereinbefore  mentioned. 

Sec.  4.  In  any  proceedings  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  the 
charge  may  be  brought  against  any  or  all  of  the  members  of  a  partner- 
ship, or  against  the  directors  or  executive  officers  of  a  corporation,  or 
against  the  agent  of  any  person,  partnership  or  corporation. 

Sec.  5.  All  laws  and  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  with  this  act  are 
hereby   repealed. 

Sec.  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  the

Here  followed  a  very  lengthy  discussion  in  which  Messrs. 
W.  H.  Wearn,  C.  A.  Raysor,  R.  E.  L.  Cook,  H.  T.  Hicks, 
C.  D.  Bradham,  G.  E.  Grantham,  P.  W.  Vaughan,  E.  S. 
Duffy,  F.  W.  Hancock,  Prof.  E.  V.  Howell  and  others  par- 
ticipated. 

Mr.  W.  H.  Wearn  contended  that  the  law  should  permit 
of  sales  to  confirmed  habitues,  otherwise  a  great  hardship 
amounting  to  cruelty  in  some  instances  would  be  imposed. 
He  thought  the  druggist  should  be  allowed  discretion  to  sell 
to  such  confirmed  habitues  as  are  personally  known  to  him 
as  such.  Thought  such  a  provision  would  be  as  little  abused 
by  the  druggists  as  the  provision  permitting  physicians  "io 
prescribe  narcotics  for  this  class  of  unfortunates.

Thought  drug- 
should  uol  place  themselves  in  the  attitude  of  contend- 
ing for  the  privilege  of  selling  nan-otic-,  because  physicians 
could  supply  them,     lie  discouraged  such  sales  and  would 
re  it'  the  druggist  alone  was  prohibited.

directly.    Said  he  favored  the  proposed  law  as  a  whole  and 
«■<!  there  would  be  difficulty  in  having  it  enacted  jusl  as 
nted.  and  counseled  that  the  Legislative  Committee  be 
ide 
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Mr.  G.  K.  Grantham  thought  that  a  stringent  bill  should 
be  presented,  one  that  would  be  fair  to  both  druggist  and 
physician,  placing  equal  responsibilities  on  each,  but  if  there 
was  to  be  any  fight  over  the  supplying  of  narcotics,  the  drug- 
gists could  well  afford  not  to  traffic  in  them  at  all. 

Prof.  E.  V.  Howell  said  that  he  wished  to  resent  an  im- 
pression among  some  physicians  that  the  druggists  were 
willing  to  sacrifice  their  reputation,  for  gain  through  the 
sale  of  narcotics.  He  thought  the  druggists  were  no  more 
willing  to  supply  morphine  and  cocaine  than  physicians. 
iWas^ opposed  to  any  clause  in  the  law  that  would  throw  the 
supplying  in  the  hands  of  physicians,  as  he  thought  drug- 
gists were  as  sincere  in  trying  to  stop  the  traffic  as  they. 
He  wished  to  see  a  law  presented  to  the  Legislature,  en- 
dorsed by  the  druggists,  that  would  emphasize  that  they  are 
as  bitterly  opposed  to  indiscriminate  selling  of  narcotics  as 
anyone. 

Mr.  P.  W.  Vaughan  favored  Mr.  Wearn's  amendment. 
Thought  the  intent  of  the  law  was  to  prevent  the  making  of 
new  users.  Thought  that  an  habitue  who  had  been  treated 
and  discharged  from  a  sanatorium  or  institute  could  not 
longer  be  considered  an  habitue,  and  would  therefore  not  be 
privileged  to  buy  narcotics. 

Mr.  F.  S.  Duffy  considered  the  sale  of  narcotics  to  habitues 
a  very  complicated  question  to  settle.  Thought  the  object  of 
the  law  was  not  to  prevent  sales  by  druggists  to  users  so 
much  as  it  was  to  stop  the  source  of  first  addiction.  He 
deeply  sympathized  with  habitues  and  thought  some  arrange- 
ment might  be  made  for  their  treatment  at  sanatoriums  at 
some  one's  expense.  He  would  be  glad  to  give  up  the  sale 
of  narcotics  and  thought  druggists  generally  would.  Was 
opposed  to  any  law  that  would  enable  a  physician  for  a  fee 
prescribe  or  supply  narcotics  to  habitual  users,  where  the 
druggist  could  not.  Thought  the  law  should  be  national  so 
as  to  prevent  interstate  traffic.

Profits— And  How  to  Increase  Them. 

This  is  the  question  that  perplexes  the  druggist  of  today  more  than 
anything  we  know.  From  various  causes  and  through  various  influ- 
ences, the  druggist's  profits  on  many  lines  of  goods  have  been  cut  down 
to  a  degree  incompatible  with  the  life  of  the  business.  Cut  rate  practices 
in  proprietary  medicines,  competition  on  general  lines  of  merchandise, 
overcrowding  in  the  profession,  are  all  contributing  factors. 

There  is  nothing  that  would  please  me  more  than  to  be  able  to  tell  you 
what  to  do  to  increase  your  profits.  The  man  who  could  teach  the  un. 
successful  how  to  succeed,  who  could  show  a  way  to  remove  failure  and 
to  start  a  man  on  the  highway  of  fortune,  could  command  a  princely 
sum.  Yet  disappointment  and  drugs  are  not  so  closely  connected  as  to 
give  the  dealer  in  the  latter  a  monopoly  of  the  former.  All  lawyers,  doc- 
tors, preachers  and  merchants  do  not  succeed;  then  why  should  all  drug- 
gists ?  Many  men  fail  because  of  unfitness  for  their  calling.  Others  for 
the  reason  that  they  are  out  of  joint  with  their  environments.  A  change 
of  occupation  in  the  one  case  and  of  location  in  the  other  might  bring 
about  better  results. 

The  druggist  inquires  with  great  earnestness  what  he  can  do  to  in- 
crease his  business  profits  to  afford  him  a  fair  livelihood  and  a  legitimate 
return  for  his  education,  responsibility  and  capital  invested. 

But  how  are  we  to  improve  our  profits  from  our  business  ?  One  of  the 
essentials  is  to  install  system.  System  is  the  watchword  of  successful 
business  men  of  the  world  today.  I  have  heard  druggists,  who  do  $12, 
000  or  $15,000  business  a  year,  say  that  at  the  end  of  the  year  they  had 
simply  made  a  good  living  and  nothing  more.  I  believe  that  in  90  per 
cent  of  the  drug  stores  conditions  might  be  greatly  improved  by  a  study 
and  correction  of  some  evils  generally  considered  small — by  the  institu- 
tion of  a  system  of  supervision. 

This  is  an  age  of  materalism,  when  even-thing  is  measured  by  dollars 
and  cents.  In  this  day  and  time  the  great  aim  of  many  is  to  become  a 
merchant  prince. 

The  druggist  is  not  very  apt  to  reach  this  enviable  position,  at  least 
with  his  legitimate  calling  as  the  only  source.  The  drug  business  is  one 
of  the  pursuits  in  life  that  will,  as  a  rule,  give  a  man  a  respectable  living, 
which  is  about  all  that  the  more  fortunate  can  get  out  of  this  world. 

The  drug  business  is  spiced  with  sufficient  science  to  bring  it  above  the 
simple  idea  of  materialism.  No  doubt  many  get  into  a  profession  who 
are  thoroughly  competent,  but  are  not  adapted  to  it;  then  a  change  of 
business  would  be  better  for  the  party  interested.

n  and  where.  The  only  way  to  do  to  keep  straight  and  avoid 
igh  book-keeping  to  have  a  complete  record  of  every 
:  the  wholesaler  with  everything  returned  and  all 
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money  paid  and  crediting  every  bill  of  goods  purchased.  Systematic 
methods  of  business,  when  once  adopted,  will  be  found  easier,  more  satis- 
fying and  better  paying,  than  the  thoughtless,  self-satisfied,  slipshod 
way.  "A  place  for  everything  and  everything  in  its  place — a  time  for 
everything  and  everything  in  its  time."  Make  it  your  duty  to  complete 
each  day's  work  before  leaving  the  store  at  night;  then  there  will  never 
be  anything  in  the  way  to  prevent  you  taking  up  any  new  work  that 
may  present  itself  each  day.  Have  a  system — adhere  to  it.  Let  each  clerk 
know  his  duty  and  that  }7ou  expect  him  to  look  after  it. 

That  all  retail  business  should  be  done  on  a  cash  basis  there  is  not 
the  least  doubt,  and  especially  is  this  the  case  with  the  retail  druggist. 
No  one  will  deny  that  considerable  losses  are  sustained  by  charging 
goods  to  their  customers,  and  it  is  not  only  the  losses,  but  also  the  ex- 
penses involved  in  keeping  the  accounts.  If  you  charge  an  account  you 
require  a  da}'  book  and  a  ledger.  The  time  of  charging  and  posting  is 
considerable.  It  is  probable  that  you  forget  to  charge  an  item  occasion- 
ally, especially  when  you  are  busy.  Very  few  people,  who  have  goods 
charged,  will  come  to  you  at  the  end  of  the  month  and  pay,  hence  you 
have  to  make  out  a  statement  and  mail  it  to  them  or  call  in  person — all 
of  which  involves  expense  and  consumes  time  when  it  is  needed  in  the 
store.  Then  there  are  many  who  will  have  to  be  dunned  repeatedly  and 
some  will  never  pay  at  all. 

These  losses  give  you  anxiety  and  you  worry  over  them,  which  de- 
presses you  so  that  you  are  not  in  the  mind  or  mood  to  wait  upon  your 
customers,  to  say  nothing  as  to  your  health  and  the  happiness  of  your- 
self and  family. 

Why  is  the  cash  system  not  generally  adopted  ?  The  reason  is  that 
the  credit  system  has  been  in  vogue  so  long  that  we  think  it  cannot  be 
abolished,  but  this  is  a  mistake.  In  every  large  city,  and  in  some  smaller 
ones,  there  are  business  firms  that  have  adopted  the  cash  system,  and 
we  have  yet  to  learn  that  any  have  not  been  successful.  The  common 
argument  is  that  your  customers  will  be  offended  if  refused  credit,  and 
that  they  will  trade  somewhere  else.  In  reality  this  is  not  the  case,  as 
most  people  will  see  the  advantage  and  the  justice  of  it  themselves.  It 
is  only  those  that  do  not  expect  to  pay  at  all  that  will  be  offended,  and 
these  you  can  well  afford  to  lose  as  customers. 

If  you  credit  a  man  and  he  cannot  or  does  not  intend  to  pay,  he  will, 
when  you  commence  to  ask  him  for  pay,  act  as  if  he  was  offended  and 
will  then  go  where  he  is  not  known  and  pay  cash,  the  same  money  you 
ought  to  have.  Every  one  knows  that  when  men  owe  us  a  debt,  whether 
for  goods  purchased  or  money  loaned,  they  will  be  apt  to  avoid  us. 
Thousands  of  druggists  have  failed  in  business  owing  to  the  fact  that 
they  haAre  too  much  standing  out  which  they  are  not  able  to  collect. 

My  advice  and  my  practical  experience  is  to  conduct  your  business  on 
the  cash  basis.  Your  sales  may  not  be  quite  so  much  and  your  year's 
business  will  not  be  quite  so  large,  but  your  net  profits  are  more.     I  have 
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tried  both  the  Credit  and  the  cash  business.  I  have  conducted  a  cash 
business  for  the  past  four  or  five  years,  and  it"  1  continue  the  drug  busi- 

fty  years  longer  I  shall  always  conduct  my  business  on  the  cash 
d  no  other. 

.in  concluding  this  paper,  let  me  L;ive  you  just  a  few  points  to  con- 
sider when  you  have  in  mind  the  subject  of  increasing  your  profits.  Be 
very  careful  to  whom  you  sell  it"  they  do  not  pay  you  the  cash.     He  ever 

ul  of  your  purchases  and  not  overstock.      Buy  judiciously  and  al- 

discount  your  bills,  even  it' you  have  to  borrow  the  money  at  the 

beginning.      Be  master  of  your  profession,  both  as  a   business  man  as 

well  as  a  professional  man.    Place  a  living  profit  on  your  goods  and  sell 

them  at  those  prices.     Have  one  price,  and  regardless  oftheother  fellow, 

nn  it.  If  your  competitor  is  committing  commercial  suicide,  it 
certainly  is  toolish  for  you  to  follow  in  his  footsteps.  Live  within  your 
income  and  above  all,  be  satisfied  with  the  results  ot  your  best  efforts. 
The  protits  in  our  business  are  good,  and   the  average  druggist  is  suc- 

satisfied.    Too  many  of  us  are  constantly  striv- 
ing to  become  the  equal  if  not  the  superior  of  those  more  fortunately 

1    in    money    matters,    and    are    blaming   our   business   for   not 
as  the  desired  lift.     We  clamor  for  unreasonable  profits  and  be- 
come  unreasonable  in  our  demands. 

Ther.-  Is  no  reason  for  the  question,  if  we  will  be  governed  by  the  laws 
ot  supply  and  demand,  and  cut  our  expenses  accordingly.     The  time  is 
make  independent  fortunes  out  of  an  ordinarily 
Conducted  business.    There  .are  too  many  of  us  to  divide  the  protits.    The 
vay    to    overcome    this    arrangement    of   nature    is    to    have    un- 
limited capital  to  begin  with,  which  is  almost  out  of  the  question, 

in  business  does  not  consist  alone  in  buying  goods  at  a  reason- 
able pi  ice  and  selling  them  at  an  advance.     You  must  take  into  eonsid- 
a   your   time  and  the  expense  necessary  for   doing    business.     In 
ll    tor  more  business  and   trying  to  increase  the   volume  of 

trade  we  must  not  overlook  the  cost  in  advertising,  delivering  goods  and 

the  increase  in  salaries.     All  these  things  have  to  be  figured  out  wdien 

the  question  of  profit  is  taken  into  consideration.    One  had  better  do  a 

ibly  small  im-inrvs,  where  expense  can  be  reduced  to  a  minimum, 

than  to  attempt    to  do  a  large   business   with  small  capital  at   a  great 

additional  expense.

I 
hope  that  we  may  enjoy  ourselves  at  our  meeting  and  while  on  our 
visit  to  Wrightsville  Beach  have  a  good  time.  I  will  not  tire  you  out, 
but  hope  to  speak  to  you  today  of  one  of  our  great  benefits  to  all  the 
druggists  of  the  States,  also  all  the  States'  Associations,  which  helps 
us  all,  the  N.  A.  R.  D.,  of  our  country,  which  has  a  motto  that  is  far 
reaching,  "Live  and  Let  Live."  The  N.  A.  R.  D.  is  an  organization  that 
helps  us  all  indeed,  if  we  live  up  to  its  true  principles.  Like  every  other 
association  it  has  its  trouble  to  get  on  a  good  paying  foundation, 
but  if  every  man  will  join  in  each  city  and  organize  an  association 
of  its  own,  as  a  branch  of  the  great  association,  we  will  soon  have  a 
power  among  the  manufacturers  and  the  jobbers  that  they  cannot 
overcome,  and  prices  will  be  two,  four  and  eight  dollars.  The  day  for 
the  cutter  is  past  and  gone  and  he  is  making  his  last  fight  and  real- 
izes that  we  must  maintain  full  prices.  We  cannot  expect  at  once 
to  reach  every  point  in  the  United  States,  but  after  all  the  larger  cities 
are  organized,  then  we  can  reach  all  the  smaller  places  one  by  one,  and 
get  full  prices  as  printed  upon  every  package.  "Live  and  Let  Live"  means 
much  to  one  another  in  the  profession,  and  we  must  all  work  together 
to  make  both  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association  and  the 
Association  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  the  strongest  of  any  State  in  the  Union. 
This  can  be  done  by  every  one  giving  a  helping  hand.  Thank  God 
we  can  realize  the  great  benefit  that  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  has  been  to  the 
stricken  members  in  California,  who  have  lost  their  all,  perhaps,  and 
many  needing  a  helping  hand.  A  noble  sum  of  money  has  been  raised 
to  help  the  members  of  our  profession  to  make  a  new  start  in  life  again 
and  to  help  feed  their  families.

WILLIAM    SIMPSON. 

William  Simpson,  of  Raleigh,  X.  C,  died  there  June  23,  aged  sixty- 
six  years. 

Mr.  Simpson  was  born  in  this  city,  whence  his  parents  moved  to  Rich- 
mond, Va.,  when  he  was  quite  young,  but  he  had  been  identified  with 
Raleigh  for  forty  years,  during  which  time  he  was  connected  with  the 
principal  pharmaceutical  movements  in  his  adopted  State  as  well  as 
those  of  the  country  at  large,  rising  to  the  highest  position  in  the 
power  of  the  American  pharmacists  to  bestow,  that  of  President  of  the 
American  Pharmaceutical  Association.  This  distinction  he  achieved  at 
the  meeting  held  at  Asheville  in  1894.  He  had  been  elected  a  vice-presi- 
dent at  Saratoga  in  1880,  having  joined  the  Association  in  1873.  when  it 
met  at  Richmond.  Up  to  that  time  only  two  members  of  the  American 
Association   were  North   Carolinians. 

When  State  Pharmaceutical  Associations  were  being  organized  in  the 
late  seventies  and  early  eighties  William  Simpson  was  among  those 
who  not  only  organized,  but  secured  incorporation  for,  the  North  Caro- 
lina Pharmaceutical  Association.  The  North  Carolina  Boai'd  of  Phar- 
macy was  created  by  the  same  act  of  the  Legislature  that  incorporated 
the  State  Association.  This  was  in  1881.  Mr.  Simpson  was  selected  as 
one  of  the  five  members  of  the  board,  and  by  the  board  was  made  its 
secretary — one  of  his  peculiar  qualifications  for  the  position  being  the 
large  round  hand  which  he  wrote.  That  he  had  other  qualifications  is 
attested  by  the  fact  that  he  remained  a  member  of  the  board  to  the 
time  of  his  death,  and  its  secretary  until  impaired  health  compelled 
him  to  lay  down  the  duties  of  the  office  two  or  three  years  ago.  As 
far  back  as  1897  the  "Circular"  pointed  out  the  fact  that  Mr.  Simpson 
held  the  record  for  having  served  continuously  as  a  board  of  pharmacy 
member  and  secretary  longer  than  had  any  other  man.  When  the  North 
Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association  was  organized,  Mr.  Simpson  was 
elected  second  vice-president.  This  was  in  1880.  The  next  year  he  was 
promoted,  and  the  year  following  that  he  became  its  president. 

Mr.  Simpson  was  a  handsome  man,  being  rather  taller  than  the 
average,  well  proportioned  and  erect.  His  voice  was  characteristically 
Southern  in  its  softness,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  he  was  not  to 
the  manner  bora.  The  first  time  the  present  writer  saw  him  was  at 
Raleigh,  in  1890,  whither  he  had  gone  to  be  examined  by  the  North 
Carolina  Board  of  Pharmacy  at  a  meeting  which  Mr.  Simpson  had 
called  at  his  request.  The  examination  was  oral  and  Mr.  Simpson 
asked  most  of  the  questions,  in  his  kindly  manner  helping  the  fright- 
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ened  candidate  over  a  Bort  of  pons  asinorttm,  in  which  the  reason  for 
macerating  wild  cherry  hark  in  a  closed  vessel  in  the  process  of  making 
.i  syrup  from  it.  was  involved.  The  last  time  he  saw  him  was  at  Phila- 
delphia  in  1902,  when,  just  at  the  close  of  the  golden  jubilee  session  of 
the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association,  the  older  man.  quite  feeble, 
orted  to  his  car  and  helped  aboard  by  the  younger. 

Mr.  Simpson  was  as  charitable  to  his  poor  customers  as  he  was  to  can- 
didate- for  license — perhaps  more  so,  as  in  his  official  capacity  he  had 
a  duty  to  perform,  while  in  business  he  was  hampered  by  no  such  con- 
sideration. It  has  been  said  at  Raleigh  that  no  one  in  need  of  medicine 
•  ft  William  Simpson's  -tore  without  it  on  account  of  lack  of 
money. 

Before  there  was  any  regularly  organized  college  of  pharmacy  in  his 

Mr.   Simpson   taught  privately,  thereby  aiding  many  young  men 

to   -tart    on    useful   careers.      lie  also   taught    pharmacy   in  a  college  at 

Raleigh  established  by  charitable  people  for  the  education  of  negroes. 

In  Masonry  -Mr.  Simpson  was  as  prominent  as  he  was  in  pharmacy. 
For  many  years  he  was  treasurer  of  the  grand  lodge  of  his  State,  and 
had  occupied  many  other  high  offices  in  the  order. 


DR.    VINES    OSCAR    THOMPSON. 

Dr.  Vines  Oscar  Thompson  died  at  his  home  in  the  city  of  Winston- 

"ii  October  5,  1905,  of  acute  bronchitis,  after  having  suffered  for 

years.      Dr.    Thompson    was   horn    in    Franklin    County,   N.   C, 

ber  l^.'!.  1835,  and  was  therefore  70  years  of  age.  lie  attended  the 
University  of  North  Carolina  and  graduated  in  medicine  from  a  Phila- 
delphia  college,  and  practiced  medicim  in  Waren  County.  N.  C.  until 
the  (  i\il  War,  when  he  assisted  in  raising  a  company,  and  was  later 
promoted  to  assistant  Burgeon  in  General  Cook's  brigade,  where  he 
Berved  until  the  surrender  at  Appomattox.  About  31  years  ago  he  went 
to  Win-ton  and  engaged  in  the  drug  business,  where  he  has  since  re- 
Bided,  being  at  the  time  of  his  death  the  oldest  business  firm  in  the 
eity.     Dr.   Thompson   became  a    member  of  the  N.   C.    Pharmaceutical 

.it  inn  :,t  its  organization  in  1880.  He  took  a  greal  interest  in 
the  affairs  of  the  Association,  and  was  elected  its  President  at  the 
Charlotte  meeting  in  1884.

ARTICLE  I. — Duties  of  Officers. 

Section  1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  and  admin- 
ister the  Rules  of  Order  usual  in  deliberative  assemblies.  He  shall 
nominate  all  special  committees,  except  a  majority  of  the  members 
present  resort  to  balloting  or  other  means.  He  shall  sign  the  certifi- 
cates of  membership  and  countersign  all  orders  upon  the  Treasurer. 
He  shall  present  at  each  annual  meeting  a  report  of  the  operations 
of  the  Association  during  the  year,  and  suggest  such  subjects  for  its 
benefit  as  he  may  deem  worthy  of  notice. 

Sec.  2.  The  Vice-Presidents  shall,  in  case  of  temporary  absence  or 
inability  of  the  President  to  serve,  perform  his  duties  in  the  order  of 
their  names.

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CODE   OF    ETHICS. 


ADOPTED  1882. 


The  members  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association, 
considering  it  necessary  that  some  mutual  understanding  should  exist 
in  regard  to  the  moral  principles  guiding  them  in  their  profession, 
hereby  agree  upon  the  following  Code  of  Ethics: 

1.  We  accept  the  United  States  Pharmacopoeia  as  our  standard  and 
guide  for  all  official  preparations,  and  recognize  a  variance  from  its 
rules  only  in  exceptional  cases  where  sufficient  authority  has  proved 
some  other  process  more  reliable  to  attain  the  same  end.  (This  sec- 
tion is  not  intended  to  interfere  with  the  dispensing  of  preparations  or 
medicines    ordered    in    accordance    with    foreign    pharmacopoeias). 

2.  We  discountenance  all  secret  formula?  between  physician  and  phar- 
macist, and  consider  it  our  duty  to  communicate  such  to  each  other 
when  requested. 

3.  We  distinctly  repudiate  the  practice  of  allowing  physicians  a  per- 
centage in  any  form  on  their  prescriptions  or  patronage,  as  being  derog- 
atory  to  both  professions. 

4.  We  will  endeavor,  as  far  as  possible,  to  refrain  from  compromising 
the  professional  reputation  of  any  physician,  and  expect  in  return  the 
same  courtesy  from  him. 

5.  As  the  apothecary  should  be  able  to  distinguish  between  good  and 
bad  drugs  in  most  cases,  and  as  the  substitution  of  a  weak  or  inert 
drug  for  an  active  one  may,  negatively,  be  productive  of  serious  con- 
sequences, we  hold  that  the  sale  of  impure  drugs  or  medicines,  from 
motives  of  competition  or  desire  of  gain,  when  pure  articles  of  the 
same  kind  may  be  obtained,  is  highly  culpable,  and  that  it  is  the  duty 
of  every  honest  apothecary  or  druggist  to  expose  all  such  fraudulent 
acts  as  may  come  to  his  knowledge. 

6.  The  apothecary  should  be  remunerated  by  the  public  for  his  knowl- 
edge and  skill,  and  his  charges  should  be  regulated  by  the  time  con- 
sumed in  preparing  as  well  as  by  the  value  of  the  articles  sold.  Al- 
though local  and  other  circumstances  necessarily  affect  the  rate  of 
charges  at  different  establishments,  no  apothecary  should  intentionally 
undersell  his  neighbors  with  a  view  to  their  injury. 
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7.  Recognizing  the  value  of  alcohol  as  ;i  therapeutic  agent,  and  the 
propriety  oi  it-  being  dispensed  as  such  by  pharmacists,  yet  deploring 
the  widespread  evil  resulting  from  it-  intemperate  use  in  its  hundred 
insidious  forms,  we  condemn  any  attempl  to  make  it  a  prominent  fea- 
ture of  <>ur  buaineaa  as  unprofeaaional,  and  we  denounce  the  loose  prac- 
tice  of  allowing  it  to  be  used  on  the  premises  in  any  Bhape  as  a  beverage 
grading,  and  we  urge  upon  pharmacists  the  duty  of  exercising  at 
all  times  a  conscientious  care  in  dispensing  a  drug  liable  to  such  dan- 
gerous  abuse. 

Members  of  this  Association,  when  asked  to  do  so.  shall  give  each 

confidentially,    any    information    in    their    possession    affecting   the 

character,  habits,  integrity  or  irregularities  oi  anj  assistant  or  appren- 

tice  who  may  lia\e  applied  for  employment,  or  to  whom  they  may  have 
given  letter-  of  introduction  or  recommendation.  Any  member  who 
-hall  divulge  such  confidential  communication  ti)  the  detriment  or  an- 
Doyance  of  the  member  giving  it  shall,  upon  the  proof  thereof,  be  no 
longer  entitled  to  the  courtesies  due  a  member,  and  his  name  be 
stricken   from   the  roll. 

!'.   Believing  that   Borne  means  should  be  adopted  to  enforce  the  pro- 
visions  of    this   Code,    violation-   of   the   same    may  be   reported   at    any 
annual    meeting  of  this  Association,  when   the  accused   may  he  heard  in 
n  behalf,  when,  if  found  guilty,  lie  may  he  censured,  suspended  or 
expelled  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present.

The  Board  ruled  that  in  accordance  with  the  new  law  only  one  ex- 
amination could  be  given  for  one  fee  and  that  after  the  next  exami- 
nation all  applicants  would  have  to  pay  the  prescribed  $5.00  for 
each  and  every  examination,  also  thai  all  other  examinations  would 
be  based  upon  the  new  Pharmacopoeia.

•  lu-i  after  the  closing  session  of  the  Association  <»n  Friday  afternoon, 
June  23,  1905,  the  sad  intelligence  of  the  death  of  our  esteemed  friend 
and  fellow  member,  William  Simpson,  of  Raleigh,  was  received.  The 
Board  of  Pharmacy  being  in  session  al  the  time,  the  following  resolu- 
tions in  regard  to  him  wen-  unanimously  adopted  and  ordered  spread 
upon  the  minutes,  and  the  Secretary  was  requested  to  transmit  a  copy 
"f  the  same  to  each  member  <>f  his  family:

The  North  Carolina  Board  of  Pharmacy  deeply  deplores  and  mourns 
tin'  loss  of  its  highly  esteemed  colleague  for  over  twenty-four  years,  Mr. 
William   Simpson,   whose  death   occurred  at  Raleigh,  June  23,   1905. 
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Although  the  lingering  and  hopeless  nature  of  his  disease  was  generally 
known  and  always  mentioned  with  sympathetic  sadness,  the  intelligence 
of  the  end  shocked  and  cast  a  gloom  over  his  late  associates  during  the 
the  closing  hours  of  a  meeting  marking  an  era  in  results  of  successful 
work  requiring  years  to  accomplish,  in  which  he  had  greatly  aided 
and  was  deeply  interested.  He  was  for  over  twenty-one  years  the  Sec- 
retary-Treasurer and  executive  officer  of  the  Board,  being  the  longest  in 
continuous  service  of  any  similar  officer  in  the  United  States,  up  to 
the  date  of  his  retirement  from  failing  health  in  1902.  We  will  ever 
cherish  the  memory  of  our  late  colleague  and  friend  for  his  faithful 
and  able  services  to  North  Carolina  pharmacy;  for  his  marked  genial, 
kindly  and  charitable  disposition,  and  for  very  agreeable  business  rela- 
tions. 

Mr.  Charles  B.  Miller,  of  Goldsboro,  was  elected  a  member  of  the 
Board  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  Mr.  William  Simpson,  which  was 
from  June  24,  1905,  to  April  28,  1906.  The  Secretary  was  requested  to 
notify  the  Governor  and  have  him  issue  to  Mr.  Miller  commission  for 
said  unexpired  term.

The  Sixty-fifth  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  in  the  Senate  Cham- 
ber in  the  city  of  Raleigh,  November  21  and  22,  1905.  Messrs.  E.  V. 
Zoeller,  C.  D.  Bradham,  W.  W.  Home,  Charles  B.  Miller,  and  F.  W. 
Hancock  were  present. 

Mr.  Chas.  B.  Miller,  of  Goldsboro,  having  been  elected  by  the  Board 
for  the  unexpired  term  of  Mr.  William  Simpson,  and  having  been  com- 
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missioned  by  the  Governor  for  said  term,  and  also  having  taken  the 
required  oath  of  office,  entered  upon  the  duties  of  the  office. 

The  Secretary  was  requested  to  mail  to  each  Superior  Court  Judge 
and  to  each  Solicitor  a  copy  of  our  new  Pharmacy  Law,  and  also  to  get 
our  attorney  to  issue  a  circular  letter  to  each  of  them  calling  their 
attention  to  said  law  and  to  the  respective  sections  in  the  Revisal  for 
1905   referring  thereto. 

The  President  reported  that  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer's  bond  had 
been  renewed  and  the  same  was  in  his  possession. 

The  Balary  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  was,  on  motion,  made 
$30.00  per  month. 

The  following  By-Laws  and  Rules  for  the  government  of  the  Board 
were   adopted: 

NORTH  CAROLINA  BOARD  OF  PHARMACY. 


The  annual  meeting  shall  be  hold  on  Tuesdays  of  the  week  in  which 
the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association  holds  its  annual  meet- 
ing, and  in  the  same  place.  Other  regular  meetings  shall  be  held  at 
such  times  and  places  as  are  chosen  at  any  of  these  meetings. 

Special  meetings  may  be  held  when  called  by  the  President,  or  on 
written  request  of  three  members  of  the  Board  at  such  times  and  places 
as  may  be  stated  in  the  call.  At  special  meetings,  only  the  business 
stated  in  the  call  shall  be  considered. 

The  officers  of  the  Hoard  shall  consist  of  a  President  and  a  Secretary- 
Treasurer.  The  terms  of  these  officers  shall  run  through  the  period  of 
th<ir  membership  of  the  Board,  unless  the  Board  should  desire  to  end 
tin-  terms  of  either  or  both  sooner. 

President    -hall    have   general    supervision    of   the   business   and 
examinations,   and   with   the  Secretary-Treasurer   shall   report  at  every 
riL'iilar    meeting    the    matters    that    have    had    attention    since    the    last 
ing. 

The  Secretary-Treasurer  -hall  he  the  executive  officer  to  perform  such 
duties  as  are  imposed  on  him  by  the  Pharmacy  Act.  ami  such  others 
a-  tic    Board  may  from  time  to  time  direct.     At  every  regular  meeting 

lie  shall  furnish  a  detailed  statement  of  all  receipt-  and  expenditures 
for  approval,  and  at  each  annual  meeting  a  complete  financial  state- 
ment of  the  pa-t  fiscal  year's  business.  He  -hall  furnish  bond  in  an 
approved  surety  company  for  one  thousand  dollars,  the  premiums  to  be 
paid  by  the  Board,  for  the  faithful  collection  ami  disbursing  of  all  funds 
coming  into  and  passing  from  his  hands.  The  bond  Bhould  be  filed 
with  and  remain  in  the  custody  of  the  President.  He  -hall  he  the 
custodian  of  the  books  and  papers  of  the  Board,  and  at  each  annual 
meeting  present  an  inventory  of  all  the  property  i"  his  eare.  This 
responsibility  of  ■.,  Secretary  Treasurer  L'oiiiL'  out  of  office  -hall  not  be 
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ended  until  he  shall  present  to  the  Board  a  receipt  from  his  successor 
for  said  property. 

No  By-Law  or  Rule  of  the  Board  shall  be  added,  changed  or  sus- 
pended without  the  concurrence  of  three  members  at  a  regular  meeting.

RULES. 

Examinations  shall  be  mainly  written  and  divided  under  three  heads, 
namely : 

1.  Materia  Mediea,  Posology,  and  Toxology,  with  identification  of 
vegetable  and  animal  drugs. 

2.  Practice  of  Pharmacy,  including  prescription  criticism  and  read- 
ing, with  identification  of  galenicals. 

3.  Pharmaceutical  Chemistry,  with  identification  of  chemicals. 
Written   questions   shall   be   arranged   as   nearly  as   practicable   into 

ten  main  questions  under  each  head,  with  sub-questions. 

For  the  purpose  of  grading  or  rating,  answers  to  questions  shall  be 
valued  by  marks  or  points  based  on  their  importance,  as  determined  by 
the  judgment  of  the  examiner. 

A  general  average  of  seventy-five  per  cent,  with  not  Less  than  fifty 
per  cent  under  any  head  or  department,  shall  be  required  to  pass. 

No  application  for  registration,  license  or  permit,  shall  be  con- 
sidered, unless  made  out,  and  duly  sworn  to,  upon  the  official  form 
of  the  Board,  and  accompanied  by  the  required  fee. 

The  following  resolutions  defining  a  reputable  school  or  college  of 
pharmacy  were  adopted,  and  the  Secretary  requested  to  send  a  copy 
to  each  school  and  college  of  pharmacy  in  the  United  States,  and  to 
have  the  same  published  in  all  the  pharmaceutical  journals:

Many  irregularities  have  been  adjusted  during  the  year,  and  many 
violations  stopped,  but  there  are  a  few  cases  that  will  have  to  be 
taken  to  the  courts  and  we  are  now  arranging  with  our  attorney  to 
take  these  up  with  the  solicitors  in  the  districts  in  which  they  occur. 
The  result  of  these  we  hope  to  be  able  to  report  at  the  next  meeting  of 
the  Association. 

We  earnestly  ask  the  co-operation  of  every  law-abiding  pharmacist 
in  the  State  in  helping  us  to  see  that  the  public  have  that  protection, 
which  our  law  gives  them,  in  the  compounding  and  dispensing  of  drugs 
and  poisonous,  and  in  the  filling  of  physicians'  prescriptions  by  qualified 
men  alone. 

We  have  had  put  into  drug  stores  which  we  have  visited  and  which 
were  without  them  about  one  hundred  poison  registers. 

During  the  last  twelve  months  we  have  dropped  from  the  registered 
list  for  non-payment  of  renewal  license  41;  died  10;  candidates  passed 
Board  and  were  registered  68;  permits  granted  to  physicians  living  in 
towns  of  less  than  five  hundred  inhabitants,  20.  Re-registered  upon  pay- 
ment of  required  fees  4,  as  follows :  One  who  failed  to  renew  license  in 
17  years,  one  15  years,  one  12  years  and  one  10  years.  Total  number 
on   registered  list,   699.

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AN  ACT  TO  REVISE,  CONSOLIDATE  AND  AMEND 
THE  PHARMACY  LAW. 


The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.    That  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Body  politic 
Association,  and  the  persons  composing  the  same,  shall 
continue  to  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  under  the 
name  and  style  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Name 
Association,  and  by  said  name  shall  have  the  right  to 
sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  to  purchase  Corporate 
and  hold  real  estate  and  grant  the  same,  to  have  andpowers 
to  use  a  common  seal,  and  to  do  such  other  things  and 
perform  such  other  acts  as  appertain  to  bodies  corpor- 
ate   and    politic,    not    inconsistent    with    the    Constitu- 
tion and  laws  of  the  State. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  object  of  said  Association  is  to  unite  Objects  of  asso- 
the  pharmacists  and  druggists  of  this  State  for  mutual cia 
aid,  encouragement  and  improvement,  to  encourage 
scientific  research,  develop  pharmaceutical  talent,  to 
elevate  the  standard  of  professional  thought  and  ulti- 
mately restrict  the  practice  of  pharmacy  to  properly 
qualified  druggists  and  apothecaries. 

Sec.   3.    That  every  person  who   shall   engage  in   the  Responsibility  of 
sale   of   drugs,   chemicals    and   medicines    shall    be   held  purity  of  drugs, 
responsible  for  the  quality  of  all  drugs,  chemicals  andetc- 
medicines   he  may  sell  or  dispense,  with   the  exception 
of  those  sold  in  the  original  packages  of  the  manufac- 
turers, and  also  those  known  as  "patent  or  proprietary 
medicines;"   and  should  he   intentionally  adulterate,   or  intentional  adul- 
cause  to  be  adulterated,  or  exposed  to  sale,  knowing  the  ^^rn  a  misde- 
same  to  be  adulterated,  any  drugs,  chemicals  or  medical 
preparations,  he  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and 
liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  and  Penalty 
in   addition    thereto   his    name    shall   be   stricken    from 
the  register  of  licensed  pharmacists,   provided  he  be  a 
licensed  pharmacist. 

Sec.  4.    That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  not  Unlawful  for  un- 
licensed  as   a   pharmacist   within   the   meaning   of   this  Cist  to  conduct 
act  to  conduct  or  manage  any  pharmacy,  drug  or  chem-  stor^compon^d 
ical    store,   apothecary   shop   or   other   place   of  business  preset iptions,  etc.

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FROM  REVENUE  A.CT  OF  1905— PEDDLER'S  LICENSE  TAX.

Any  person  who  -hall  carry  from  place  to  place  any  goods,  wares  or 
merchandise,  medicines  or  drugs  and  offers  to  sell  or  barter  the  same, 
or  actually  Bells  or  barters  the  Bame,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  peddler, 
and  -hall  pay  a  license  tax  as  follows:  Each  peddler  on  foot,  twenty- 
five  dollars  for  each  county;  each  peddler  with  horse,  ox  or  mule,  with 
or  without  vehicle,  or  with  a  vehicle  propelled  by  any  other  power, 
fifty  dollars  for  every  county.  Every  itinerant  salesman  who  shall  ex- 
pose for  sale,  either  on  the  street  or  in  a  house,  rented  temporarily  for 
that  purpose,  goods,  wares  or  merchandise,  shall  pay  a  tax  of  one  hun- 
dred dollars  in  each  county  in  which  he  shall  carry  on  such  business, 
whether  as  principal  or  as  agent  for  any  other  person.  Every  person 
mentioned  in  this  section  shall  apply  in  advance  to  the  board  of  county 
commissioners  of  the  county  in  which  he  proposes  to  peddle  or  sell,  for 
a  license,  and  the  board  of  county  commissioners  may,  in  their  discre- 
tion, issue  the  license  upon  the  payment  of  the  tax  to  the  sheriff,  which 
shall  expire  at  the  end  of  twelve  months  from  its  date.  This  section 
shall  not  apply  to  those  who  sell  or  offer  for  sale,  books,  periodicals, 
printed  music,  ice,  fuel,  fish,  vegetables,  fruits,  or  any  articles  of  the 
farm  or  dairy,  or  articles  of  their  own  individual  manufacture,  except 
medicines  or  drugs.  The  board  of  county  commissioners  shall  have 
power,  at  their  discretion,  to  exempt  from  tax  under  this  section,  any 
poor  and  infirm  person  and  confederate  soldier,  and  such  license  shall 
be  good  in  any  county  in  the  State.  Any  person  carrying  a  wagon,  cart 
or  buggy,  or  traveling  on  foot,  for  the  purpose  of  exhibiting  or  deliver- 
ing  any  wares  or  merchandise  shall  be  considered  a  peddler:  Provided, 
That  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  persons  or  their  agents  engaged  in 
exchanging  woolen  goods  for  wool:  Provided  further,  That  this  section 
.-hall  not  apply  to  drummers  selling  by  wholesale.
